Tiiis le-s ns liia 
amount of opjiosilion from po-verful 
capit.dists to lio encountered here, as 
compared with most other English cities, 
in regard to the eigiit-hour plan. 

Lord Randolph Chiu-chill is evidently 
counting on tins fact in his attempt to 
commit the Conservative candidate in 
London to a position on the kibor ({ues- 
tion whicli will give them the support of 
many followers of the Socialist, John 
Bums, and take the wind out of the 
sails of the advanced Liberals. On the 
other hand, however, there is (piitea 
strong party in the working cla.ss who 
are afraid of the eight hour system, be- 
cause lhe\ fe.-ir it will involve reduction 
in pay or al)olition of overtime. 

Pititully enough, men can he found 
who aje working an average of sixty- 
eight a Week, yet who proie>t against a 
proposal to lessen their perit)d of work. 
They ean hardly be blamed, however, 
for their fears, since disinterested and 
learned p^ditieul economists are by no 
means agreed as to what effect a com- 
pulsory eight-hour law would have upon 
wages. At all events Mr. John Bums 
has within a few days intimated to the 
Liberal leaders, that tha Tories are ready 
to concede all that tha Sooialists demand 
on this point.

Equity would seem to demand that all 
who are benefited by pablic roads ahonld 
oontrlbata to tiiatr aapport in proportion 

to the benefits derived from their use. 
Thia would imply that while the pedes- 
trian ahonld oo n trl bn l* of his labor to 
improve the road over which hecan travel 
with less fatigue, the landed proprietor, 
the merchant, and th* manafactorer, 
who are more largely benefitted, should 
contribate not only of their labor, but of 
t&*Irw*altb, for thoconatractionof high- 
ways which largely enhance thovalnea in 
which they are intereeted. 

Each coanty ahoald have a Soperin- 
tendentof Roads, in addition to the ordin- 
ary overseers; the road tax collected 
aboold be disbursed under the orders of 
the proper coanty tribanala, and prisoners 
serving sentences of imprisonment in the 
county jails should be required to work 
on the public highways. 

It is hoped that a well-digested law on 
thi.s tiubject will be enacted by the pres- 
ent General Aaaembly.
